realized that the Day Nursery offers 
a channel by means 
of 
which 
it 
could all be distributed to families 
where it would be keenly appreciat 
ed.” 
The Day Nursery is an organiza­ 
tion of which its founder, the Santa 
Ana Ebell society may well be proud. 
For ten years it has 
been 
aiding 
mothers 
who 
mimt 
depend upon 
their own efforts for the support of 
their families. 
After reaching one year 
of age 
children may be cared for during 
the day, from 7 a. rn. to 5:30 p. rn., 
for a tiny sum, just enough to keep 
it from being a charity. 
Club Stands Expenses. 
The expenses are taken care of by 
the club with the aid of what outside 
help is given. 
Realizing its value 
to the community, aid has always 
been 
forthcoming 
and 
sometimes 
from most unexpected sources. 
The recent unprecedented growth 
of Ebell has been the cause of forma­ 
tion of new sections and in every 
case, the initial meeting of each sec­ 
tion has been marked by a ‘ shover” 
at the nursery. 
Two of the club 
members of several years ago, Mrs. 
Stockslager and Mrs. Andrew Getty, 
now of Los Angeles, retain their in­ 
terest in the home, an interest which 
is proven by generous gifts of cloth­ 
ing. 
The living room is now fresh and

financing corporations, as it is term ed 
in Senator N orris’ bill, will be passed. 
Vrooman Backs Plan. 
Carl Vrooman, 
form er 
assistant 
secretary of agriculture, is one ol 
the leaders in the movement.

More than a million farm ers will 
go bankrput before fall unless they 
are given an im m ediate outlet for

All th at is needed to rem edy the 
situation. Mr. Vrooman continued, is 
a financial m echanism th a t will ex­ 
tend long term credits "to which 
they are entitled” to enable them to 
purchase our products.

Despite announcement in Los An­ 
geles that Ignace Paderewski, world- 
famous pianist, expects to leave Cal- 
fornia in a short time for the East 
and thence for his native land, mem­ 
bers of the Orange County Historical 
society are hopeful that he may yet 
find it possible to accept their in­ 
vitation to come to Orange county 
May 28, the date the society will 
gather at Madame Modjeska's home 
in Santiago canyon. 
Paderewski was invited to be the 
honored guest at the gathering, but 
as yet has not replied to the invita­ 
tion, which was sent only a few 
days ago. 
Reports from 
Los 
Angeles are 
that Paderewski wds in that city 
yesterday conferring with attorneys 
over the disposal of his ranch in­ 
terests in Paso Robles, and that he 
will be on his way back to Poland 
within a short time. 
Diplomatic 
eruptions in Poland over the results 
of the recent plebiscite in Upper Si­ 
lesia. are thought to be responsible 
for the former premier’s decision to 
return home. 
Paderewski is expected not only 
to throw himself into the contro­ 
versy over the plebiscite, but also 
to take an active interest in the pres­ 
idential election in Poland during the 
early months of the coming fall. 
Though Poland has had its free­ 
dom for about two years, the nation 
has not yet chosen its chief execu­ 
tive. 
, 
The famous musician is one of the 
most popular men in Polish politics. 


Styled a master thief by the au 
thorities of Orange county, Melville 
Bowles, formerly of Orange,

He was being held in the county jail 
by default of $2000 bail.

Bowles 
is specifically charged with the theft 
of a Buick automobile belonging to 
State Senator W alter Eden, although 
he is said to have confessed to nu­ 
merous crimes throughout the state. 
Senator Eden was 
the 
principal 
witness at the hearing yesterday. He 
testified that he parked his car in 
front of the Temple theater on the 
evening of January 28 and that when 
he returned for the machine it was 
gone. 
Eden told of recovering the 
car several weeks later at the San 
Francisco police station. 
He said 
he valued the car at $1,250. 
Sheriff on Stand. 
Sheriff C. E. Jackson told of a pur­ 
ported confession which was made 
by Bowles in his office and which 
was taken down in shorthand by 
Court Reporter Eugene Hoff. Bowles 
is said to have stated trtiat he and his 
co-partner in crime, Clarence Noyes, 
had dinner at a local cafe 
on 
the 
evening of January 
28 
and 
then 
started out to find a parked machine 
that was not locked. 
According to the alleged confes­ 
sion, the bandit pair did not know 
that the car which they drove off 
belonged to Senator Eden. 
Before 
stealing the car they had rented a 
Hupmobile from a Los Angeles firm. 
Bowles is alleged 
to 
have 
stated 
that he drove the Eden car out of 
the city while Noyes followed him 
in the rented machine to see that no­ 
body else was on the trail. 
The Eden car was driven to a W hit­ 
tier garage and left there over the 
night of January 28. 
Return Hupmobile. 
The pair then returned the Hup­ 
mobile to the Los Angeles owners 
and returned to W hittier the next 
day for the Eden car. 
According to 
Bowles’s 
alleged 
confession, 
they 
purchased a broken down Metz car 
in W hittier for $20 and transferred 
the license plate to the Eden car. 
They then sold the Metz for $5 to 
the dealer of whom they bought it. 
According to Bowles, he and Noyes 
removed all identification marks from 
the 
Eden 
car and 
repainted 
it. 
Sheriff Jackson wired the Buick fac­ 
tory at Flint, Mich., for the engine 
number and other identification data. 
Several weeks later the San Fran­ 
cisco police department reported that 
a stolen Buick car 
had 
been 
re­ 
covered. 
While the license number 
was not the number issued to Sen­ 
ator Eden the engine number, which 
had been partially eradicated, cor­ 
responded with the number supplied 
by the Buick factory. 
Nabbed at Bay City. 
Noyes was arrested in the bay city 
while driving the Buick. At the time 
of hi* arrest the car was loaded with 
goods alleged to have been stolen 
from a Sacramento tailor shop. Both 
Noyes and Bowles are said to have 
had a hand in the robbery. 
Noyes 
now is serving a term in San Quen­ 
tin, according to Senator Eden. 
Bowles is alleged to 
have 
con­ 
fessed to numerous burglaries ex­ 
tending from this county to Sacra­ 
mento and Napa counties.
